He received the 
degree of B. D., from Cumberland 
university, Lebanon, Tenn., in 1894, 
and the degree of D. D. from Waynes- 
burg (Pa.) college in 1903. 

On July 6, 1909 he was married to 
Miss Emma _ Josephine Garber, of 
Piftsburgh, Pa. Dr. Harris was or- 
dained to the Presbyterian ministry 
in 1804 and served as pastor at Lewis- 
burg, Tenn., from 1894 to 1903: at 
Shady Avenue church, Pittsburgh, 
from 1903 to 1917. From 1917 to 
1919 he was director of the industrial 
department of the National Reform 
association and founder of its southern 
headquarters at Nashville, Tenn., in 
1920. 

He became president of Cumberland 
university on June 7, 1922, and served 
in that capacity until his death Sun- 
day. He was superintendent of the 
Tennessee Anti-Saloon league from 
1900 to 1903. 

He was a private and color sergeant 
in company ©, third regiment, Penn- 
svyivania R. M.; was a member of the 
Veterans corps of the Eighteenth regi- 
ment (Duquesne Grays).

The general policy to be followed 
in further agency budget revision will 
be the chief question for decision at 
the first general meeting of the Com- 
munity Chest budget committee, fol- 
lowing the subcommittee sessions 
which were held daily throughout last 
week, it was announced Sunday by 
Tom Law, budget chairman, follow- 
ing a call issued to members to mect 
Wednesday of this week. 

The committee will not attempt to 
fix a definite figure for the chest’s 
fourth annual appeal, to be made Oc- 
tober 22 to November 1, but will be 
fully occupied during the session in 
definitely settling the question of gen- 
eral policy to be observed in further 
revision of the agency budgets which 
will be necessary before the opening 
of the campaign, Mr. Law fradicated. 

Searching inquiry into conditions 
existing in all charitable and welfare 
agencies dependent on the chest were 
made by the subcommittee of Atlanta 
business men last week, meeting with 
the agency executives and going over 
affairs of the agencies in detail. Al- 
though sharp reductions, many of them 
amounting to 30 or 40 per cent, were 
ordered in the amounts asked by some 
of the agencies and though the tenta- 
tive figures were considered as the 
lowest possible for continuance of 
good service, the total has far ex- 
ceeded the amount raised ra last year’s 
campaign, it was disclosed. 

The increases in every instance have 
been due, Mr. Law said, to the rapid 
growth of the city during the last 
year, which is being reflected in in- 
creased demands upon the _ welfare 
agencies as well as in school enroll- 
ment, bank clearings, retail store sales 
and other indices of the brighter side 
of community growth. 

“Frankly, the budget committee is 
facing the most difficult problem that 
has confronted the chest in the four 
years it has been in existence and we 
hope at the meeting Wednesday to de- 
velop a practical solution for it,” Mr. 
Law said.

Have Wilson Record. 

“Wilson is no shadow. Evidence 
is in the state’s possession that he 
came here from Chicago to go to 
work for a manufacturing concern, 
and that soon after reaching Atlanta 
he quit his job and began running 
around with the Ray girl. Wilson’s 
wife, even, was found, and it was 
also discovered where he served a term 
in a reformatory. 

“At the time of Ruby’s trial the 
state had in its possession all the 
evidence that was necessary to prove 
that Jack Wilson was a real char- 
acter.”’ 

As to the legal status of trying 
Ruby Ray for the murder, Mr. Boykin 
said: 

“In the first place apparently she 
had a misconception of the penalty 
that would apply to her when she con- 
fessed to firing the shots. She can 
be tried for murder. 

“Her confession will not alter the 
legal status of Gore’s case in the 
least. Gore was convicted as an ac- 
complice in the crime, covering Mrs.

“spotter” for Wilson and the rest 
and that she had “spotted’’ the Buck- 
head job. 

In the long trials which resulted in 
the prison sentences of Ruby and 
Berry, and the death sentence of Gore, 
it was brought out that the girl 
often masqueraed in the costume of a 
man and that once she had donned 
male attire and gone out to whip a 
woman she believed was engaged in 
amorous relations with her lover.

Danger of Making 
Boulevard Signals 
Of Too Common Use 


Editor, Constitution: One of the 
best traffic laws ever passed in At- 
lanta was the boulevard law, and its 
effectiveness is being nullified = as 
rapidly as possible. It both speeds up 
traffic and increases safety. 

When this law was first passed, 
the city tried to enforce it without 
posting adequate signals at boulevard 
intersections and not until the pub- 
lic had complained bitterly were the 
present stop signs installed. 


It is most unfortunate that having 
finally been induced to buy the boule- 
vard stop signs, the authorities are 
breaking down the effectiveness of the 
law by scattering these sigas all over 
town at corners where there are no 
boulevards, and in the most unex- 
pected places.

One often hears super-practical per- 
sons decrying the teaching in the 
schools of ancient and modern Jan- 
guages—especially the former. They 
contend that it is plenty enough to 
know how to use the language of 
one’s own country, unless the person 
intends to be a world trotter or trader; 
then he should specially equip him- 
self. 

Some weight is given to their con- 
tention by the fact that the English 
language is.spoken by 180,000,000 


people in America and Europe. That 
20 per cent more than speak German, 
three times more than speak either 
French or Spanish, twice the number 
that speak Russian and four-and-a- 
half times those who speak Italian. 

Yet French, by long custom, is the 
diplomatic language in which the 
conversations and communications are 
conducted, often supplemented by 
translations into the vernacular for 
publie information. 

The English language is the rich- 
est in. content, having about 700,000 
words approved as standard for dic- 
tionary definition; but fully half the 
number are scientific and techineal 
terms seldom used in common talk. 

The German dictionary contains 
some 150.000 words, the French has 
210.000, the Spanish 120,000 and the 
Italian 140,000. 

The greater percentage of our lan- 
guage used by the masses in daily in- 
tercourse is Norman-Saxon by origin. 
The literary and scientific circles em- 
ploy a larger volume of words taken 
bodily or derived from the Latin and 
the ancient Greek, ; 

Modern discoveries and inventions 
have demanded so many new terms 
for objects, operations and ceffectis 
that a great volume of derivatives 
and compounds have had to be framed 
from the Greek and Latin tongues.

RINGWORM OF HANDS AND 
FEET.

A new form of ringworm, aftferct- 
ing chiefly the hands and feet of! 
persons who patronize public gyin- 
nasiums and swimming pools, has been 


recognized in the last few years. Tits 
condition was formerly called “ec- 
zema,”” 

In a technical article on the prev- 
alence of the trouble, Dr. Joseph 
Brumberg, Buffalo skin specialist, re- 
marks that doubtless there have al- 
ways been a certain number of cases 
of ths form of ringworm, but it seem- 
ed to come to a crisis when three or 
four million young men were throvn 
into such close contact in the army. 
A few year safter the army was de- 
mobilized the trouble became quite 
prevalent among the general popa- 
lation. 

Dr. Brumberg finds that the infec- 
tion occurs wherever peorle  watk 
about barefoot, as in gyif iasiurms, 
baths, authletie clubs, swimn Jig povls, 
summer resort beaches, og in the 
home. One affected person leaves 2 
bit of loose skin which carries so:ne 
of the ringworm fungi; the next pure- 
foot person comes along and picks ap 
the iiake of skin on his toes and sv 
acquires the disease. Touching or 
scratching his toes with his fingers, 
the victim spreads the trouble to his 
hands and forearms, and sometimes 
to other parts of the body. ; 

Characteristic features of ths ring- 
worm dermatitis are: 

1. White, moist lardlike 
between the toes. 

2. Cracking between the toes. 

3. Unusual callus formations on 
the soles or unusual soft corns be 
tween the toes. 

4. Deep seated blisters on the feet. 

5. Toenails become thickered, 
crumbling, irregular. 

On the hands the ringworm lesions 
are well defined patches, readily ~ tis- 
taken for simple eczema, situated on 
the sides of the fingers and between 
the fingers. On hands or feet che 
trouble may be mistaken for ivy ,0o1s- 
onning at first. 

The ringworm spores are found by 
microscopic examination of a bit of 
skin shaved off the top of a blister. 

In order to eradicate the ringworm 
spores from the skin it is necessary 
to (1) ramove all dead _skin and 
scales: (2) serub to the limit of e.- 
durance with soap and water; (3) per- 
gistently apply such parasiticides %s 
salicylic acid, potassium permanaga- 
nate, or chrysarobin. In some cas*s 
mild X-ray treatment helps, but X-ray 
alone will not cure.

Sanders is an avowed dry but 
has drawn the support of the old regu- 
lar faction in New Orleans and south 
Louisiana by his stand in favor of 
a referendum. The old regular organi- 
zation is overwhelmingly wet and its 
support of Sanders partially was 
drawn by his friendship with Mayor 
Arthur O'Keefe, of New Orleans, who 
made a speaking tour of the state in 
behalf of Sanders.
